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FUNERAL OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Emposing Ceremonies at Wash- 


ington. 


Programme for the Removal of Mr, Lincoln's 
Ranains to Springfield. 


‘The funeral of Abraham Lincoln took place 
in Washington on Wednesday, with imposing 
ceremonies. The body was laid out in the East 
Room, and the coffin was profusely adora- 
ed wilh flowers. The White House was 
crowded with mourners, among them the 
eading government officers, the Governors 
of New York, Massachusetts, New Jersey, Iowa, 


Indiana, Connecticut, Ohio and Maryland, 
the forcign ministers and thelr attachés, 
heads of bureaus, yarious delegations from 


all parts of thecountry, the delegations of Ken- 
tucky and UUnole, numbering sixty, being chief 
mourners, Ol the family of the President, only 
bis oldestson, Captain Robert Lincoln, was mm the 
room, Mrs. Lincoln haying privately taken her 
farewell of the remains. 

At noon the services began by Rev. Dr, Hall 
seading the Episcopal service for the doad, up to 
the committal. Bishop Simpson, of the Metho- 
dist Church, then offered o prayer; and Rey. Dr. 
Gurley, whoece church in Washingtoo the late 
President Lud attended, delivered (be funeral ser- 
mon. Dr. Gurley’s discourse was very impres- 
sive, deducing a beautijul lesson from the na- 
tional calamity, paying a worm tribute to the ex- 
alted character of Mr. Lincoin, and aliuding to 
several instances of his stroug religious feeling, 
Dr. Gurley spoke as follows ot 

MR, LINCOLN’S CHARACTER. 


“Probably no man since the days of Washing- 
on was ever so deeply and flemly imbedded and 
enshrined io the very bearte of the people as 
Abraham Lincolp. Nor was it a mistaken confi- 
dence and Joye He deeeryed it—deserved it 
well—ceserved it all. Ho merited it by his 
ecboracter, by his acts, aud by the whole 
ebor and tore and epirit of bis life. He was 
elmple and sincere, pain and honest, trustiol 
and just, benevolentand kind. His perceptions 
were quick und clear, bis judgments were calm 
and accurate, and Lis purposes were good and 
pure, beyond a quesiiou. Alwaysand everywhere 
he aimed and endeavored to be right and to do 
mgbt Bis ioteerity was thorough, ali pervading, 
all controlline,and incorruptible. Lt was the same 
in every place 9% reluvon, in the consideration 
and fhe comvrol of matters. greatoremall, che sand 

aud steady Principle of powerand peaaty that 
eheda clearaud crowning lustre upon all bis other 
excellences of oind and heart, and recommended 
him to bis fellow-citizens as the man who, ina 
time o! unexampled peril, when the very lie of 
the nation wus at stake, snonic be chosen to oc- 
cupy—in the country and for the country—its 
Dighest post of power and responsibility. How 
wisely and well, how purely aud faithfully, how 
firmly? and steadily, how justly aud successfully, 
he did ovcupy that post’ and meet its grave ds- 
mands, in ciremmetances of surpassing trial and | 
difficulty, is known to you all, known to the coun- 
try and the world. @ comprehendea from the 
firet the perils to which treason had exposed the 
freeet ond best government on the eurth, the vast 
interests of liberty and bumanity that were to be 
saved or lost forever, in the urgent impending 
conflict. 

“Re rose to the dignity and momentone- 
nees of the occosiou, saw his duty as Cuief 
Msgistrate of a great and imperilicd people, 
and he determined to do his duty and bis whole 
duty, seeking the guidance and leaning upon 
the arm of Him of whom it is written, ‘Hegiveth | 
power to the faint, and to them that have no | 
might he increases their strength.’ Yee, he lean- 
ed upon Hiearm; he recognised and received the | 
truth that ‘the kmydom 1s the Lord’s, and He is 


the goyernor amovg the nations.’ He remem- | 


bered that ‘God isin history,’ und he felt that 
nowbere had His hand and His mercy beep 
eo marvelously conspicuous as in the his-

“T speak what I know, and tesuly woat L have 
often beard him say, when I affirca that that 
guidance and mercy were the prop on wiicl he 
bumbly and habitually leaned; that they were the | 
best hope he bad for biniself and for his country. 
Hence, when be wes leaying his bome in Laois | 
and coming to this city to take his seat in the 
Executive chair ot a disturbed and troudled na 
tion, be said to the olo and tried friends who 
galbered joyiu!ly around him aud bade him fare- 
woll, ‘I leaye you with this request—pray for 
we.” Tnoey did pray for him. And milions of 
others prayed for bim. Nor didtuey pray in vain. 
Their prayers were beard, and the answer appears 
in allhis subsequent history. It shines forth 
with a leayenly radiance io toe whole course and 
tenor of bis admunietration, trom its commence- 
ment to its close. God raised him up tor o great 
and glorious mission, furnished bin for bis work 
and aided him in its accomplishment. 
“Never shall I forget the emphasis and the 
deep emotion with woich he said la this very 
rcom to a company of clergymen and others 
who called to pay bim their respects in the 
darkest days of oor civil covflict. ‘Gentlemen, 
my hope of success in this great and terrible 
struggle reete on thet immutable foundation, the 
jueticeand goodnezs of God.’ And when eyentsare 
very threatenmz, ond prospects very dark, ‘I 
stil hope that in eome way which man cannot 
see, all will be well in the end; because our cause 
is just, aud God Js cn our elde.’ Sach was bis 
eub)ime and holy fait, and it was an anchor to 
bie cow), both eure aud stead/ast ; jt made him orm 
and atrong; it emboldened him in the pathway of 
duty, however rugged ana perilona it might be.

‘The corpac was then removed to the hearse, 
nhib was in front.of the. ducmnt procksston was 
Jormed, It took the line of Pennsylvania ayenue, 
‘The streets were kept clear of all incumbrances, 
but the sidewalks were deveely lined with specta.

Firet in the order of procession was a detach- 
ment of colored troops, Then followed wuite 
regiments of infantry and bodies of artillery and 
cavalry, navy, marine and army officers on toot; 
the pall-bearera in carriages and the hearse. Mra. 
Lincoln was not preeent at either the ceremony 
orin the proceesion, not having lett her bed since 
Saturday last. ‘Ihe mourners, the delegations 
frow Ilinols and Kentucky, came next in order, 
and then President Jobnsou in a carriage, with 
Presion King and the cabinet ministera. The 
caniages on this part of the line were flanked by 
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Abrahsm Lincoln, is still at large. Fifty thou. 
sand dollats reward willbe paid by this depart-

Every man ehould con- 
sider bis ownconscience charged with this solemn 
duty, and rest neither night nor day untll it be 
accomplished.

Tributes to the Memory of Mr, Lincoln. 


Two Days’ Suspension of Business in 
New York— Action of Religious Bodies. 


The tolling of bells, the fring of minute guns, 
erd theserviccs in the churches on Wednesday were 
the most prominent observances in this city on 
the occasion of the suneral of President Lincolo. 
No Dusinces was transacted, aud a solemn atill- 
neee, such a8 was rarcly if ever before knowo 
here for so long a period, prevolled throughout 
tbe city until noon, the time fixed for the begia- 
ning of the obsequies, 

‘The services in the Episcopal and Roman 
Catholic Churches were conducted according to 
the ajrections of Bishop Potter sud Archbishop 
McCloskey, already published. There were ap- 
propriate services in other churches, and short 
dleconrses were delivered by the clergy. The 
post chaplain of Governor's Island preached to 
ike coldiers ou that station, : 

Yeetorday, which was appointed by the Gover- 
nor of this etate as a day of mourning tor our 
national beicayement, in place of the day of re- 
joicing tor victory, was oUserved almost as gener- 
ally as the day of the funeral. Several eermons 
by our prominent clergymen were preached, 
and nearly oll the churches were open for suitable 
exercises. 

A marked feature of the discourses on both 
days wae the almost unanimous expression by 
the ministers of the deeper devotion ofthe whole 
people to the cause of the country, which has 
triumphed. The universal feeling that we have a 
strorger pationality was in like manner expreased 
by them all. 

The public grief was maniteated in a remark- 
able manner by the crowds which filled the strects 
atthe close of the services, and of the tolling and 
firing that took place on Wedneeday, from noon 
till one or two o'clock in the alternoon, Almost 
every person wore a badge of mourning. The 
demesnor of the people fully accorded with the 
solemnity of the oceasion, and it was observed 
tbat a yery large proportion of the popuiation, 
and porticularly of the wealthier classes, appeared 
in the churches or in the streets or ayenues in 
mourning attire; so that, with the sombre drap- 
ing of the entire city, the expression of the na- 
tioval sorrow was !n all respects complete. 

In Brooklyn, Jersey City, Newark, and other 
cities in the vicinity, there were solomn services. 
The houses in those cities were as fully if not as 
magnificently draped in mourning as New York, 
and the inbabitants joined as geueraliy as oura in 
the obeervances.

SPEECH OF MR. JOHNSON TO THE UNION: 
LEAGUE. 

A Committee of the Union League of New 

York waited upon the President yesterday. In 

reply to tleir address Mr. Johnson spoke as fol- 

lows: 


ble to embody in words the feeling of my bosom, 1 
eould rot commend my lips to utter them, Por- 
haps the best reply | could make, aad the one most 
reedily appropriate to your kind assurances of 
confidence, would be to receive them in silence. 
(Semeaton| Tbe throbbings of my heart since 
he ead catastrophe which has appalled us, can- 
rot be reduced to words; and oppressed as Lam 
with the new and: great reapousibllity which has 
devolyed upon and saddened me with grief, can 
with difficulty respond to you atall. But I can- 
not permit such expressions of the confidence 
reported in me by the pcople to pass without 
acknorledgment. 

“To sn individual like myself, who has never 
claimed much, but who has, it is true, received 
from 8 generous people many marks of trast and 
hoxor, for a long time, an occasion like this, aad 
a manliestation ot public feeling 80 well- timed, are 
peculiarly acceptable. Sprung from the peopls my- 
Felf, overy pweation of the popular heart finds an 
immediateanewerin wy own. By many meniao pub- 
Jic Lite such occasions are often considered mere- 
ly formal. To me they wre real, Your words of 
countenance and encouragement siak deep in my 
Leort; and were l even coward I could not but 
gather from. them strength to carry out my con- 
victions of the right.. Tous feeling, I shall enter 
upon the discharge of my great daty firmly, stead 
faetly [applovse], it oot with the signal ability ex- 
hibited by my predecessor, which is still tresh 
in our cameras minds. Need I repeat that no 
heart feels more sensibly than mine this great 
affliction. 

‘Io what I eay on this occasion, I shall indulge 
in no petty spirit of anger, no feeling of revenge, 
But we bave beheld a notable event in the history 
oi mankind. In the m!dst of the American people, 
where every citizen js taught to obey law and ob- 
eerye the rules of Christian conduct, our Calef 
Magistrate, the beloved of all hearts, has been 
asfeceiuated; and when we trace this crime to 
ite cause, when we remember the source whence 
the assacsin drew his inspiration, and then look 
at the result, we stand yet more astoanded at 
this most barbarous, most diabolical assasel- 
nation. Such a crime as the murder of a great 
and good man, honored and revered, the beloved 
and the hope of the foo) le, springs not alone 
from a solitary individual of ever Bo desperate 
wickedness, We can.trace its cance through suc- 
ceserve steps, Without my enumerating them 
here, back to that source which is the cause of 
al our woes. No one can. say that it the perpe- 
trator of this fiendish deed be arrested, he should 
not undergo the extremest penalty the law knows 
tor crime; none will eay that mercy should inter- 
pose. but is he alone guilty ? 

“flere, gentlemen, you perhaps expect me to 
preeent come indication ot my future policy. One 
thing I will say. Every era teaches its lesson. The 
times we live ip are not without instruction. Tne 
American people must be taught—if they do not 
already teel—that treason is acrime and must be 
punished [applause]; that the government will 
uot always bear with its enomies ; that it is stron; 
not only to protect but to punish. (Applause. | 
When we tum to the criminal code an 
examine the catalogue of crimes, we there find 
areon laid down a8 a crime with its appropriate 

cnalty ; we find there theit and robbery, and mur- 

er given as crimes; and there, too, we find the 
last aud highest of crimes—treason, [Applause.] 
With otuer and imferior offences our people are 
familiar; but in our peaceiul history treason has 
been almost unknown. iho people must uoder- 
etand that it is the blackest of crimes, and will be 


“Gentlemen : In reply to you, and through yoa 
te the organization which you represent, I can 
oudy say, a¢1 have said to others, that your en- 
courgement is peculiarly appropriate at this 
time. I bave becn thrown into the position I now 
ecoupy by circumstances that you are ait familiar 
with. There bas been a great deal done, There 
i6-a great deat to do of a complex and difficult 
character. The circumstances which~heve oc- 
curred are saddening to us all, and no one 
appreciates them more deeply than I do. 
But just the other da: our President 
was in the midet of life and the confidence ot 
lis-countrymen. Now he has been removed to 
tbat bourne whence no traveller returns. Under 
theee circumstances I am called to occupy a post 
ol pecoliar peril. When we look at the past and 
then turn and try to understand the future, we 
eee how much I need the encouragement which 
you tender in behalf of those you represent; and 
ui I know myself Tam profoundly gratefal:tor it, 
and-return you my hearty thanks. You have re- 
ferred to my past history and my covuection with 
thisrebellion.

When we look at the 
present murder, the present’ assasemation, and 
tuace it back to its source, no one can be mistaken 
as to the spirit from which itemanated. There is 
nO one but would éay, in reference to the indi- 
vidual who has perpetrated this isfamous, this 
diabolical, this barbarous act, that he must suiler 
the penally ancexed to the offence; then if you 
would say this, that the assassin of a single 
individual, the murderer of o single man, 
must suffer the penaity of death, what, 
shonld be inflicted upon him who tries to 
oseagsinate a nation and take away its lile. We 
must consider the nature of the crime and the de- 
mands of justice, and not the misery, woe orsin 
of the indisidual who is guilty; we must look at 
itin the exercise and carrying out of atern, In- 
flexible justice. The time has come for us to 
understand that treason is a crima, the highest 
of crimes—in other words, that all crimes are 
submerged in treason, and he who has com- 
mitted treason has committed all crimes. 
Please accept my thanks, gentlemen, for the en- 
coumgement yon have given me, and the aid you 
offer, though the task may be difficult. I appre- 
ciate it with an honest and a sincere reliance on 
that power whose guidance in this struggle is so 
manifest to us all Noone can doubt that an 
overruling Provideace has controled the destinies 
of this country. We may talk of the ability of men, 
but the progress of this rebellion has shown that 
they are only instruments In the hands of God. It 
I know the honest !mpulses of my heart, when 
the time comes to act upon measures thal come 
before me, though I may not hive the same abil- 
ity and talent as some, if a hearty obsdience to 
conscientious conviction is worth anything inthe 
administration ot the government, you slall have 
Cee thanks sou again, gentlemen, for what you 
bave eaid, and trust you will bear my thanks to 
the organization you represent.’’

the disease broke out simultaneously ia the north- 
east and southwest of the Russian empire. M. 
Gworling, the government doctor at Pérm, an- 
pounced that he had geen: forty cases of this dis- 
ease, which commences: with cold and shivering, 
Jollowed by great heat- without perspiration, 
accompanied by cholic, headache, detinlainl 
general debility, and sometimes with a flow of 
blood from the noge.

In October 
Jaet meningitis spinalis appeared at si. Petersburg. 
This is a spatmodic afiection of the brain-and 
spinal cord, by which children are chiefly uttack- 
ed; the mortality irom twenty to filty. Per cent. 
In November typhus was addéd to the first-men- 
tioned disease, occurriog sporadically at tirat, and 
gradually deyeloped into a malignant species ot 
JSebris recurrens, The tever lasts a week at a time, 
the several attacks being separated by lutervals as 
long. During these intervals the health is ap- 
parently so good tbat people have been dismise-

SURRENDER OF MOSBY AND HIS COMMAND, 


Tho guenlla Mosby surrendered his forces to 
General Chapman, at Berryyille, on the 17th inst. 
A lieutenant-colonel of Mosby’s command came 
to Winchester on Sunday and arranged with Gen- 
eral Hancock the terms of surrender, They are 


similar to those accorded to General Lee’s army 
It is underatood that General Rosser has also 
asked that his command be included in the cartel. 
The exact number of men in Mosby’s command 
is not known, but it is supposed not to vary much 
from seven hundred. 
CAPTURE OF RALEIGH AND SALISBURY. 

Raleigh, the capital of North Carolina, was 
captured by Sherman’sarmy on the 13th instant— 
“Jobnston’s forces retreating. Governor Vance 
was taken prisoner by our cavalry between Hilla- 
boro’ and Ralelgh on the same day. It is re- 
ported that he had been sent to Sherman by 
Johnston, who was at Hillsboro’, with instruc- 
tions to surrender the state of North Carolina to 
General Sherman, but that these instructions 
wore afterwards countermanded, and Vance was 
eS his zaturn,to Johnston without having soon 
bad joined Johnston at Hillaboi-o’, which is about 
thirty miles weet of Ralelgh. Whether Davis 
arrived at Hillsboro’ after Governor Vance had 
been sent to Sherman, and caused Johnston’s 
instructions to Vance to be set aside, docs not 
yet appear, 

OPERATIONS OF STONEMAN’S CAVALRY, 


General Stoneman has oflicially reported to 
General Thomas the result of his operations 
with cavalry since entering North Carolina. His 
force, since March 20, has crossed Stone Moun- 
tains once and the Blue Ridge three times, and 
headquarters marched five hundred miles; other 
parte of the command haying travelled much 
greater distances. From Boone, N. ©., Stone- 
man crossed the Blue Ridge into the Yadkin River 
bottom, to obtain supples; then struck Chris- 
Uansburg, Wythesville and Big Lick simultane- 
ously—a part of the force sent against Big Lick 
pushing on within four miles of Lynchburg. 
The main body, under Stoneman, effectually 
destroyed the road between New River and Big 


Lick,and then struck for Greensboro’,on the North 
Carolina Railroad. Arrived near Salem. North Caro- 


ed from hospital who died soon after. 

“A special committee has been formed, under 
Govornor-General Suwaroff, to look after those 
apparently cured. On a second or third attack 
there is a general collapse, decomposition of 
blood, and paralysis.

A strong disposition to 
yomit, which cannot be eatisfied, a swelling of the 
belly, pestilential carbuncies, and dark color of 
the ekinare ita unmistakable symptoms, tt is 
the Black Death. 

“St. Petersburg papers deny the existence of 
poe eRUS in the capital, but the official Northern 
Fost states it to have broken out at Szaniewo, in 
the Waldai bille, and the description given in the 
St. Peteraburg official. Medical News and Exchangs 
ewe, in which the dilation of the pupils \s es- 
pecial.y dwelt upon, shows the malady in its pres- 
ent stage great! to reaemble the plague, In 
maby cases, aged it is difficult to distinguish 
plague from febris recurrens at a tlme when ty- 
phoid epidemics are abroad.

FUNERAL OF THE PRESIDENT, 


Imposing Ceremonies at Wash- 
ington. 


Programme for the Removal of Mr. Tancoln’s 
Remains to Npringficld. 


‘The funeral of Abraham Lincoln took place 
in Washington on Wednesday, with imposiog 
ceremonies. The body was laid out in the East 
Room, and the coffin was profusely adorn- 
ed wilh flowers. The White House was 
crowded with mourners, among them the 
eading goyernment officers, the Governors 
of New York, Massachusette, New Jersey, Iowa, 


Indiana, Connecticut, Obio and Maryland, 
the forcign ministers and thelr attachéa, 
heads of bureane, various delegations from 


all parts of thecountry, the delega‘ions of Ken- 
tucky and Dnoie, numbering sixty, being chief 
mourners. Ol the tamtly of the President, only 
bis oldestson, Captain Robert Lincoln, was in the 
room, Mrs, Lincoln haying privately taken her 
farewell of the remains, 

At noon the services began by Rey. Dr. Hall 
reading the Episcopal service for the doad, up to 
the committal. Bishop Simpson, of the Metho- 
dist Chuich, then offered o prayer; and Rey. Dr. 
Gourley, whoce church in Washingtoo the late 
President Lud attended, delivered tbe funeral ser- 
mon. Dr. Gurley’s discourse was very impres- 
sive, deducing a beautwul lesson from the na- 
tional calamity, paying a werm tribute to the ex- 
alted character of Mr, Lincoln, and allading to 
seyeral instances of his etroug religious feeling, 
Dr. Gurley spoke as follows ot 

MM. LEINCOLN’S CILARACTER. 

“Probably no man since the days of Washing- 
on was ever so deeply and tlmly imbedded and 
enshrined io the yery bearte of the people as 
Abraham Lincolp. Nor was it o mistaken conf- 
dence and Joye He deserved it—deserved it 
well—ceserved it all. He merited it by bis 
ctaracter, by his acts, aud by the whole 
lebor and tore and epirit of bis life. He was 
elmple and sincere, pain and bonest, trustiol 
aud just, beneyolentand kind. His perceptions 
were quick and clesr, bis judgments were calm 
and accurate, and lis purposes were good and 
pure, beyond a quesilou. Alwayeaud every whore 
‘he aimed and endeavored to be mgbt and to do 
mgbt Bis iotegrity was thorough, ali pervading, 
all conwollipe,and jncorroptible. Lt was the same 
in every place aF% relavon. in the consideration 
and fhe comirol of matiers. z1eatorsmally che same 

‘aud steady principle of powerand beaaty that 
ehed a clearaud crowning lustre upon all bis other 
excellences ol ind and beart, and recommended 
bim to bis fellow-citizens as the man who, ina 
time of unexampled peril, when the very lile of 
the nation was at stake, stonlc be chosen to oc- 
cupy—in the country and for the country—its 
Dighest post of power and respunsibility. How 
wisely aud well, how purely aud faithfully, how 
firm)? and steadily, how justly aud successfully, 
he did occupy that post and meet its grave de- 
wands, In clremmetances of surpassing trial and i 
difficulty, is known to yon all, known to the coun- 
try and the world. He comprehended from the 
firetthe perils to which treason had exposed the 
freeet and best goverament on the eurth, the vast 
interesta of liberty and humanity that were to be 
saved or lost forever, in the urgent impending 


conflict. 
‘Be rose to the dignity and momentoue- 
nees of the occasiou, saw his duty as Cuief 


Abrahsm Lincoln, is etill at large. Fifty thou- 
sand dollats reward willbe paid by this depael- 
ment for bie apprehension, in addnion to any re- 
ward offered by municipal authosities or state 
execvtives. 

Twenty-five thousand dollars reward will be 
paid for the apprehension of G, A. Atzerot, eome- 
times called ‘*Port Tobacco,’ one of Booth's 


accomplicea. Twenty-five thousand dollars 
reward will bo psid for the apprehension 
ot David C. darold, another of Booth’s 
accomplices, A liberal reward will be paid 


for any intormation that shalt conduce to the 
arreet of either of the above-named criminals or 
their accomplices, All persons Harboring or 6e- 
creting the eald persons, or either of them, or aid- 
ing or assisting their concealment or escape, will 
be treated ns accomplices In the murder of the 
Preeident ond the attempted sss issination of the 
Sccretary of State, and shall be eubject to tril be- 
fore a military commiesion and the punishment of 
death. 

Let the stain of innocent blood be removed 
from the land by the arrest and punishment of the 
murderers. 

All good citizens are exhorted to aid public 
justice on this oceasion. Byery man ehould con- 
sider bis ownconscience charged with this solemn 
duty, and rest neither night nor day until it be 
accomplished.

Tributes to the Memory of Mr. Lincoln. 


Two Days’ Suspension of Business in 
New York—Action of Religious Bodies. 


The tolling of bells, the fring of minute guns, 
end theservicce in the churches on Wednesday were 
the most prominent observances in this city on 
the ocession of the suneral of President Lincola. 
No businces was transacted, and a solemn atill- 
neee, such a8 was rarely if ever before known 
here for so long a period, prevsiled throughout 
the city until noon, the thme iixed for the begia- 
ning of the obsequies, 

‘Zhe cervices in the Episcopal and Roman 
Catholic Churches were conducted according to 
the alrections of Bishop Potter sud Archbishop 
McCloskey, already published, There were ap- 
propriate services in other churches, and short 
discourses were delivered by the clergy. The 
post chaplain of Governor's Island preached to 
ihe eoldiers'on that station, ‘ 

Yeeterday, which was appointed by the Gover- 
nor of this etate as a day of mouruing tor our 
national bereavement, in place of the day of re- 
joieing ior victory, was observed almost as gener- 
ally as the day of the funeral. Several sermons 
by our prominent clergymen were preached, 
and pearly all the churches were open for suitable 
exercises. 

A marked feature of the discourses on both 
days was the almost unanimous expression by 
the ministers of the deeper devotion of the whole 
people to the cause of the country, which has 
triumphed. The universal feeling that we haye a 
sirorger pationality was in like mannor expreased 
by them all. 

The public grief was maniteated in a remark- 
able manner by the crowds which filled the strects 
atthe close of the services, and of the tolling and 


Mepistrate of o great and imperilied people, 
anahe determinca to do his duty and his whule 
duty, seeking tbe guidance and leaning upon | 
the arm of Him of whom it is written, ‘Hegiveth | 
power to the faint, and to them that have no | 
might he increases their strength.’ Yes, he lean- | 
ed upon Hse arm; he recognised and received the | 
truth that ‘the kmgdom Js the Lord’s, and He is 
the governor amovg the nations.’ e remem- 
bered that ‘God isin history,’ und he felt that 
nowbeie had His hand and His mercy been | 
so marvelously conspicuous as iu the his- 
tory of this nation, He hoped and pray- | 
ed thst ‘that same band would con- | 
tinue to guide us, and that same merzy continue 
{o abound to usin the time of our greatest need. 

“T speak whet I know, and testify what L have 
often beard him say, when I affirca that that | 
guidance and mercy were the prop on which he 
bumbly and habitually leancd; that they were the | 
best hope he had for Binieelf and tor his country. 
Hence, when be was leaying bis home io Lliaois | 
and coming to this city to take his aeat in the 
Executive chair ot a disturbed and trowoled no 
tion, be said to the olo and tried friends who 
eaihered joyiu!ly around biw aud bade him fare- 
well, ‘I leaye you with this reqaest—pray for 
me.” Torey did pray for bim And milions of | 
others prayed for bim. Nor didtvey pray in valo. | 
Their prayers were beard, and the answer appears 
in allhis subsequent history. It shines forth 
with a Leayenly radiance in the whole course and 
tenor of bis administration, trom its commence- 
ment toile close. God raised him up tor a great 
and glorious mireion, furnished bin for bis work 
snd aided him in its accomplishment. 

“Never ehall I forget the emphasis and the 
deep emotion with woich he said la this very 
recom to a company of clergymen and others 
who called to pay bim their respects in the 
darkest days ot our civil covflict. ‘Gentlemen, 
my hope of success in this great and terrible 
struggle rests on that immutable toundation, the

(benes oz} The throbbings of iny heart since 
he ead caiastropbe which has appalled us, can- 
rot be reducea to words; and oppressed as Lam 
with the new and great responsibility which has 
devolyed upon and saddened me with grief, I can 
with difficulty respond to you atall. But I can- 
not permit such expressions of tho contidence 
repored in me by the people to pass without 
acknowledgment. : 

“ To sn individual like myself, who has never 
claimed much, but who has, it is true, received 
from ® generous people many marks of trast and 
honor, for a long time, un occasion like this, aad 
a maniicetation of public feeling so well-timad, are 
pecullar'y acceptable. Sprung from (he peopls my- 
celf, every pweation of the popular heart finds an 
immediateanewerin wy own. By many menio pub- 
Jic Life such occasions are often considered mere- 
ly formal. To me they ure real. Your words of 
countenance aud encouragement slak deep in my 
Lcart; aud were l eyen'a coward I could not bat 
gather from them strength to carry out my con- 
yictions of the right. Thus feeling, I shall enter 
upon the dischorge of my great daty firmly, stead 
jaetly [applovse], if oot with the signal ability ex- 
hibited by my predecessor, which is still tresh 
in our dane he minds. Need I repeat that no 
heart feels more sensibly than mine this great 
affliction. 

“Ip what I say on this occasion, I shallindulge 
in no petty spirit of anger, no feeling of revenge. 
But we bave beheld a notable event in the history 
oi mankind. In the m‘det of the American people, 
where every citizen is taught to obey law and ob- 
eerve the rules of Christian conduct, our Catlef 
Mogistrate, the beloved of all hearts, has been 
ascareinated; and when we trace this crime to 
ite cause, when we remember the source whence 
tho assaesin drew his inspiration, and then look 
at the result, we stand yet more astounded at 
this most barbarous, most diabolical assasal- 
nation. Such a crime as the murder of a great 
and good man, honored and revered, the beloved 
and the hope of the peo le, springs not alone 
from a solitary individual of crer so desperate 


wickedness, We can trace its cauee through suc- 
ceseife steps, without my enumerating them 
here, back to that source which is the cause of 


all our woes. No one can. say that if the perpo- 
trator of this flendish deed be arrested, he should 
not undergo the extremest penalty the law knows 
for erime; none will say that mercy should iater- 
pose. but is he alone guilty ? 

“flere, gentlemen, you perhaps expect me to 
preeent eome indication ot my future policy. Ons 
thing I wiil say. Every era teaches ita lesson. The 
times we liye ip are not without instruction. Tne 
American people must be taught—if they do not

With otuer and inferior offences our people are 
familiar; but in our peaceiul history treason has 
been almost unknown. The people must under- 
etand that it is the blackest of crimes, and will be 
surely punished. [Applause.} 

“Take this allusion, not to excite the already 
exasperated feelings of the ublic, but to point 
out the principles ot epic justice which should 
guide our action at this particular juncture, aud 
Which accord with sound public moials. L-tisbe 
engraven on every heart that treason {8 a crime, 
and traitors shall suffer its ponalty. [Applause.| 
While we are appalled, overwhelmed ‘t the fall 
of one man in our midst by the hand ofa traltor, 
shall we allow,men—I care not by what weapons 
—to attempt the life of the state with impunity ? 
While we strain our minds to comprehend the 
enormity of this assassination, shall we allow tho 
nation to be assassinated ?. 

“J speak in no spirit of unkindness. I leave 
the eyents of the future to be disposed of as they 
arise, regarding myself as the humble instrument 
of the American people.

SPEECH OF MR. JOHNSON TO THE UNION 
LEAGUE. 


A Committee of the Union League of New 
York waited upon the President yesterday. In 
reply to their address Mr. Johnson spoke as fol- 
lows: 

“Gentlemen: In reply to you, and through yoa 
te the organization which you represent, I can 
ou)y gay, ag 1 have said to othera, that your en- 
courogement is peculiarly appropriate at this 
time, I bave been thrown into the position I now 
ecoupy by circumstances that you are ail familiar 
with. There bas been a great deal done, There 
is-a great deat to do of acomploxand difficult 
character. Tbe circumstances which: baye oc- 
curred are seddening to us all, and no one 
appreciates them more deeply than I[ do. 
But just the other da our- President 
was in the midst of life and the confidence ot 
Lis-countrymen. Now he bas been removed to 
tbat bourne whence no traveller returns. Under 


theee circumstances I am called to occupy s post 
ol pecvliar peril. When we look at the past and 
then turn and try to understand the future, we 
ece how much I need the encouragement which 
you tender in behalf of those you represent; and 
uy I know myself I am profoundly gratefal:tor it, 
and-return you my hearty thanks. You have re- 
ferred to my past history and my coruection with 
Wisrebellion, Inreferénce to that I can only eny 
that the policy which I have indicated heretofore 
will bemy enidein the lutore. The idea that 
justice shal] be observed is one which has strong- 
'y impreesed me, and 1 must be permitted to re- 
mark that the time has come when the nature of 
crime should be understood in this country, avd 
that, too, by the great mags of the people. We 
have definitions of crime in the law books, and 

palties arc affixed to them, We Know that per- 
jury is a crime, that arson isa crime. We kuow, 
tco, that murder is a crime. All these are crimes 
ond bave penalties offixed. When we look at the 
present murder, the present’ assaseimation, and 
trace it back to its source, no one can be mistaken 
as to the spirit from which itemanated. There is 
BO one but would say, in reference to the indi- 
vidual who has perpetrated this isfamous, this 
diabolical, this barbarous act, that he must suifer 
the penalty ancexed to the offence; then if you 
would say tus, that the assassin of a single 
individual, the murderer of o single man 
must esuifer the penaity of doath, what. 
shonld be inflicted upon him who tries to 
assassinate a nation and take away itslile. We 
must consider the nature of the crime and the de- 
mands of justice, and not the misery, woe orsin 
of the individual who is guilty; we must look at 
it in the exercise and carrying out of stern, in- 
flexible justice. The time haa come tor us to 
understand that treason is a crime, the highest 
of erimes—in other words, that all crimes are 
submerged in treason, ond he who has com- 
mitted treason has committed all crimes. 
Pleage accept my thanks, gentlemen, for the en- 
courngement you have given me, aad the aid you 
offer, though the task may be difficult. I appre- 
ciate it with an honest and a sincere reliance on 
that power whose guidance in this struggle is 80 
manifest to us all. Noone can doubt that an 
overruling Providexce has controjled the destinies 
of this country. We may talk of the ability ot men, 
but the progress of this rebellion has shown that 
they are only instruments fn the hands of God. It 
I know the bonest impulses of my heart, when 
the time comes to act upon measures that come 
before me, though I may not hive the same abil- 
ity and talent as some, if a hearty obsilience to 
conscientious conviction js worth anything inthe 
administration of the government, you shall have 
TS Sar tani Yon again, gentlemen, for what you 
bave eaid, and trust you will bear my thanks to 
the organization you represent.'’ 


War NEWS, 
SURRENDER OF MOSBY AND HIS COMMAND, 
Tho guenlla Mosby surrendered his forces to 
General Chapman, at Berryville, on the 17th inst. 
A lieutenant-colonel of Mosby's command came 
to Winchester on Sunday and arranged with Gen- 
eral Hancock the terms of surrender, They aro 


similar to those accorded to General Lee’s army 
It is underatood that Genoral Rosser has also 
asked that his command be included in the cartel. 
The exact number of men in Mosby’s command 
is not Known, but it is supposed not to vary much 
from seven hundred. 


CAPTURE OF RALEIGH AND SALISBURY. 
Raleigh, the capital of North Carolina, was 
captured by Sherman’sarmy on the 13th instant— 
Jobnston’s forces retreating. Governor Vance 
was taken prisoner by our cavalry between Hilla- 
boro’ and Ralelgh on the same day. It is re- 
ported that he had been sent to Sherman by 
Johnston, who was at Hillsboro’, with instruc- 
tions to surrender tho state of North Carolina to 
General Sherman, but that these instructions 
were afterwards countermanded, and Vance was 
A tis watnrn,to, Jobnston_wikhout having secn 
ind joined Jobnaton at Hillsbol-o’, which Is about 
thirty’ miles west of Ralelgh. Whother Davis 
arrived at Hillsboro’ after Governor Vance had 
been sent to Sherman, and caused Johnston’s 
instructions to Vance to be set aside, does not 
yet appear, 
OPERATIONS OF STONEMAN’S CAVALRY, 


Gencral Stoneman has officially reported to 
General Thomas the result of his operations 
with cnyalry since entering North Carolina. His 
force, since March 20, has crossed Stone Moun- 
tains once and the Blue Ridge three times, and 
headquarters marched five hundred miles; other 
parte of the command haying travelled much 
greater distances. From Boone, N. C., Stone- 
man croesed the Blue Ridge into the Yadkin River 
bottom, to obtain supplies; then struck Chris- 
Uansburg, Wythesville and Big Lick simultane- 
ously—a part of the force sent against Big Lick 
pushing on within four miles of Lynchburg. 
The main body, under Stoneman, effectually 
destroyed the road between New River and Big 


Lick,and then struck for Greensboro’,on the North

SBE DIFVIOULTY WITH PCRTOGAL—iERRIBER*|, 
EPIDEMIC IN RUSSIA. 


The! Percia brings European dates to April 8, - 
wit accounts of the settlement of the dificulty 
with Portugat. The Portuguese government has 
dismissed the Goverror of the Belem fort, who 
fired npon the Niagara and Sacramento, end on 
the 5th iustant ordere were giver to sulute tho 
American flag with twenty-one guns. The Lisbon 
paptra state that at the first shot the Niagara 
Jowere@her flag half-mast to show slie accepted 
the intimation not to go out, and thie signal 
sppears not to have been observed at the tower, 
which fired six more shots at the frigate, and it is 
said tbree bails struck her side: 

A terrible epidemic has broken out in Russia, 
which creates alarm ler it should epread 
through Errope. The Jfedical Gazztts; of St. Pe- 
tersburgh, saya it was daring last eutnma that 
the disease broke out simultaneously iathe north- 
east and southwest of the Russian empire, M. 
Gworling, the government doctor at Pérm, an- 
nounced that he had eeen: forty cases of this dis- 
ease, whicb commences: with cold and shivering, 
followed by great heat- without perspiiation, 
secompanicd, by cholic, headache, delirium, 
gene debility, and sometimes with a flow of 
blood from the noge. The disease lasts trom five 
to 81x days, alter which the invalid recovers his 
appetite, falls into a sound-sleep,. and the sever 
guiis him.- The fever returns-aiter a short inter: 
val, but again ceases, and the doctor has observed 
this to have happened three or sour times. Quin- 
ine taken in large doses cures the sever and re- 
moves delirium, but doesnot produce decisive 
effecte, nor is it sufficient Lo arrest the progress 
oi the dieease, 

The total number of cases thus far in St..Pe- 
tereburg is ten tuousand., The cases average one 
hundiéd-a doy. Forty physicians are dead. The 
{email officers’ barracks have been converted 
into a hospital. Precautionary measures have 
been taken at Moscow, where the food and lodg- 
ings of the laboring classes are being inspected 
by the police. 

The British.government- baying telegraphed: to 
its officials in Russia tor informution relative to 
the epidemic in that country, the Ambassador. at 
St. Petersburg, ina telegram dated the 5th in- 
stant, says :- 

“The fever is contagious, and in: England is 
called the relapsing or samine fever, also the re- 
mittent or bilious typhoid tever. lt was un- 
known in Russia until eight months ago.”’. 

The Berlin correspondent of the London Zimes, 
writing April 7, saya: 

“Authentic intelligence touching the Russian 
epidemic states that three several maladies exist 
at the same time in St. Petersburg. In October 
Jaet meningitis spinalis appeared at Si. Petersvurg. 
This is a spasmodic afiection of the brain-and 
spinal cord, by which children are chiefly attack- 
ed; the mortality from twenty to filty per cent. 
In November typhus was added to the first-men- 
tioned disease, occurring sporadically at tirat, and 
gradually developed into a malignant species ot 
Sebris recurrens, The tever lasts a week at a time, 
the several attacks being separated by lutervals as 
long. During these intervals the health is ap- 
parently so good tbat people have been dismiss- 


ed from hospital who died soon after. 

‘*A epecial committee has been formed, under 
Governor-General Suwaroff, to look after those 
epparently cured. On a second or third attack 
there is o general collapse, decomposition of 
blood, and paralysis. Quinine and stimulants 
have no effect. The deaths, at first but twenty, 
haye risen to forty percent. The spleen andliver 
are much affected. In many cases epidemical in- 
flammation of the spleen, or postula maligna, has 


been obeerved. Quite Beceatly the Siberian plague 
bas broken outalso. Of this seventy per cent. 
die within a few hours, A strong disposition to 
yomit, which cannot be eatisfied, a swelling of the 
belly, pestilential carbuncles, and dark color of 
the skin are its unmistakable symptoms. 1t is. 
the Black Death.

The 
canmiages on this part of the line were flanked by 
a strong cavalry guard, with drawn sabros. 

The funeral car was drawn by six gray 
Lorees, led by grooms. It is described ag 
“a splendid piece of mechanism, and was 
built expressly for the occasion. The lower 
base of the hearse is fourteen feet long, seven feet 
wide and eight feet high, The upper base, upon 
which the coflin rested, is eleven feet long, and is 
fiye feet below the top of the canopy, The canopy 
‘Was surmounted by a gilt eagle, draped with crape, 
Tne whole funeral car was covered with black 
cloth, velvet, crape aud alpaca, elegantly festooned 
ou the side and end; the seut of the driver with 
bammer cloth, and on each side 18 a splendid 
bivck lamp, The cofhn was go placed as to afford 
8 full view to the spectators.’

Sir Frederick ‘W. A, Bruce was introduced to | ¢ 
President Johnson yesterday by the Acting Sec- 
retary of State, and presented his credentials as 
Enyoy Extraordinary and Minister Pienipoten- 
tisry of her Britannic Majesty to this government, 
Sir Frederick made the to!lowing remarks : h 


‘Mr, President: It is with deep and sincere 
concern that I baye to accompany my first off- 
cial act with expreasions of condolence. On Sat- 
urday last the ceremony that takes place to-day 
was to haye been performed, but the gracious 
intentions of the late lamented President were 
Trustrated by events which eves planeed. this 
country jnto consternation and iction, and 
which ill call forth in Great Britain feel- 
ings of horror as well as profound sympathy 
tor the viciims. It becomes, therefore, my pain- 
ful duty, eir, to present the letter from my soy- 
ercign, of which Lam the bearer, to you as Presi- 
deut of the United States, and it is with pleasure 
that [ convey the assurances of regard and good | ¢ 
will which her Majesty entertains toward you, 
sir, a8 President of the United States. I am 
further directed to exprees her Majesty's friendiy 
disposition.toward tae great nation of which you 
are the Chie! Magistrate, her hearty good wishes 
for ite peace, prosperity and welfare. Her 
Majesty has nothing more at heart than to cuiti- 
yate thoee relations of amity and good under- 
stending which have so jong and so hap- 
pily existed between the two kindred nations 
ot the United States and Great Britain, 
ond it js in the spirit that I am directed to per- 
jJorm the duties of the important and honorable | ¢ 
post confided tome, Permit me, sir, to eay that 
it shall be the object of my earnest endeavors to 
carry out my instructions faithfully im that re- 
epect, and express the hope, sir, ubat you will 
favorably consider my attempts to meet your ap- 
probation, and to give effect to the iriendly inten- 
tions of the Queen and her Majesty’s government, 
1 baye the honor, sir, to place in your hands the 
letter of credence confided to me by her Majesty.” 


Mr. Johnson responded as follows: 


“Sir Frederick W. A. Bruce: The cordial 
and friendly eentiments which you have express- 
¢d on the part of her Britannic Majesty give me 
pret pleasure. Great Britain and the Unired 
States, by the extended and varied forms of com- 
merce between them, the contiguity of portions | t 
o1 their poeseesions, and the similarity of their 
lapgusge and lawe, are drawn {oto contrast and 
intimate intercourse at the same time. They 
are Jrom the same causea exposed to irequent 
occations of quleunderstanding only to be avert- | ( 
ed by mutual torbearance. So eagerly are the 
people of the two countries engaged throuchont 
almost the whole world in the pursuit of simitiar 
commercial enterprises, accompanied by nataral 
rivalries and jealousies, that at first sightit would 
almost seem that the two governments must be 
enemies, or at best, cold and calculating frionds. 
80 devoted are the twonations throughout all 
their domain, and even in their most remote terri- 
torial and colonial possessions, to the principles 
o1 vil Hghts and constitutional liberty, that, on 
the other hand, the superficial observer, might 
erroneously count upon a continual concert of 
action and sympathy, amounting to an alliance 
between them.

The following nole trom our distinguished 
landscape painter, Jervis McEntee, bas been ad- 
dreased to ug, in the hope that it may contribate 
to a proper enlightenment of the public mind: 


« To the Editors of the Evening Post : 
“While the sympathy of all the personal 
friends of Edwin Booth has sustalned and 
comforted bim in this his hour of severest trial, 
there is one important fact which, in justice to 
him, the public sbou!d fully understand, and that 
is that bis first and only vote was for ireedom and 
the Union. 
“He was in my studio on the day of the last 
Precidential election, and exerpance a desire to 
vote, Pensa that, although he had never yoted 
Detore, he felt it to be bis duty to do so on this 
occasion.

proceed to the court-house—long occupied o3 8 
guard-house—ané raise the old flag upon its 
dome, 

“He at firat declined, but after a little por- 
sussion on the part of the provost guard, he 
mounted the dome, and, lifting his hat very grace- 
folly, hauled up the flag, and then prepared to do- 
scend, but the proyost-marshal preferred that he 
should deter bis exit from the scene fora while, 
that the public might gaze their fillathim. And 
so he stood for about half an hour, leaning against 
the staff of the banner he had three or four years 
since dishonored and traltorously trailed In the 
dust. O1 course, the town turned out-to see this 
mild act of retributive justice, all save those per- 
sistent rebels who intend ‘to die im the last 
ditch,’ but whose curiosity was strong enough, 
nevertheless, to allow them to peer out from be- 
bind closed blinds, like the ‘peeping Toms’ of o 
former age at the Lady Godiva, Meanwhile the 
cburch bells rang, and besides the thunder of the 
cennon at the fortress, the distant ‘thug’ of guns 
at Nashville and Tullahoma could be heard quite 
distinctly.’

ADDRESS OF MR. GODWIN. 


At an adjourned moeting of the Atheneum 
Club, held on Wedaceday evening, Mr. Walism 
T. Blodgett, the president, in the ohair, the fol- 
lowing resolutions wore reported by T Bailey 
Meyers, ond after eomo touching sud eloquent 
remarks by Mr. Meyéra, adopted : 

‘(Whereaa, Proyidence’has permitted in its wis- 
dom that the President of the United States should 
fall by an assassin’s blow, atmed at his Hife and at 
the dignity of a nation: the Atheneum Clab, re- 
cognieing the 1086 which they have sustsined in 
common with their fellow-citlzens, do 

Reeolve, That we recognise in the life of our 
lamented Chief Magistrate tho patient and un- 
firiogiefiorte of a noble, magnanimous and patri- 
otic heart to restore to its integrity o nation over 
which it was hia fortune to be called to proside 
when divided and torn bya rebellion more savage 
and vindictive thon apy Known inthe history of 
the world, and that ia his death we have witnessed’ 


a martyrdom to those etlorie which turned against 
his life-the fangs of the serpents which he hud 
torn from 1hbe heart of his country. 

«Phat in his efforts to achieve this great work, 
be bas manyfeated a patriotic pareev crane and an 
ardent desire torestore the Union with as little 
distreas as was practicable, even to those mic- 
guided men who, from motives of personal ambi- 
tion haye etriven with a fiendish malignity to 
destroy what their fatbers aided to create. 

“That at the moment of his death he had 
folly accomplished what he had ao long struggled 
for, witb’ vetied success, earning a reward only 
second to that bestowed upon the Father of hia 
Country, and leaving it to hig successors to deal 
with the leaaers of this vile conspiracy, and tore- 
organize and protect their misguided followers 
under tbe protection of the old flag. 

‘Reeolyed, That in the manner of his death wo 
recognise the reeults of tho teachings of seces- 
sion, and how they have succeeded in ‘fring the 
southern heart,’ a8 manifes\ed in the bitter hatred 
which bas been diaplayed by the rebels in all their 
acts, and that in the agsazbination of one 80 genial, 
go Kindly and so generons at the yory moment 
when be was standing between the deieated and 
prostrate traitors and the indignation of an out- 
raged people will, when consciousness returns to 
theee mieguided men, teach them: that they have 
more to regret 1m his death tian those who haye, 
under the constitution, recognised his adminis- 
tration and etrenethened his bonds, As Moses 
from the top of Pisgah beheld the promised land, 
he was permitted. to view the coming restoration 
of the union of the states oud the triumph of the 
Jawe, for which he bad patiently labored through 
four tempestuous years, belore his eyes were closed 
in death.

“Reeolyed, Phat we tender our sympathy to 
the Secretary of State for the additional sufferiog 
entailed upon him by the dastardly assaults to 
which he was subjected while on a bed of aick- 
ness ; that we trast to his speedy restoration and 
that of bis’ attendants, injured at the came time.’ 

Mr. Parke Godwin was then called upon to ad- 


dreza the club, and'spoke as follows’: 
MR. GODWIN’S BEMARES.. 
“ Mr. President and Gentlemen : 
“(How grand and how glorious, yet how terri- 
ble, the times in which we are permitted to live! 
How profound and various the emotions that al- 


April ekies—now all smiles, and now all tears. 
Within a weok—the Holy Week, as it is called in 
the rubrics of our churches—we havo had our 
triumphal entries, amid the waving of the palms of 
Peace; we have had our dread Friday of craci- 
fision; we have had, too, in the recently renewed 
patriotism of the nation, a resarroction of a now 
and better life!

“Tt seems but a day or two since we listened to 
the music oi the glad and featival parade; we saw 
the banners of our pride waving in beanty to every 
air, their stars brighter than the starsof the morn- 
ing, 
beams of the rainbow, telling that the tempest 
was past; we pressed hands and hurrabed, and 


come, that Uvity was secured, that Liberty and 
Justice, like the cherubim of the ark, would 
, tretch their wings over the altars of our Country 
‘and etand forever ag the guardian angels of her 
sanctity and glory. (Applause: } 

“But now those exultant strains are changed 
into the dull snd heavy toll of bells; those 
flags are tolded and draped in the emblems 
of mourning; and our hearts, giving forth no 
more the cheering shouts of victory, are deapond- 
ent and full of sadness.

FROM WASHINGTON. 


SHE NEW ADMINISTRATION 


The Sarratt Family—Witkes Booth. 


(From the Regular Correspondent of the Eyening Post.) 
Wasurnertox, April 20, 1805. 

The government has acted with firmness and 
cantion trom. the moment that it was known that 
Mr. Lincoln was shot, Mr, Stanton was sent for 
Friday night, and came at once to the house of Mr. 
Peterson, opposite Ford’s Theatre, where, from a 
litle bedroom immediately iu front of the rodm 
in which Mr, Lincoln died, he issned all his ordera 
during the dreadiul night. It was in this room, 
and not in the room of the dead man, that the firat 
Cabinet meeting was held. 

The news of the assassination of the President 
woe at first withheld trom the troopsat Richmond 
and in other places, to guard against a possible 
outbreak. Orders were also sent to the telograph 
offices to protbit the transmission of any de- 
spatches respecting a chapge in the cabinet. ‘This 


was doubtless to prevent a panic in the finances. 
There are men here sufliclently wicked to tele- 
graph falsehoods for the purpose of alarming the 
country. 

THE CABINET. 

‘The facta, so far as they can be ascertained upon 
the eubject, are as 10 lows: For the present there 
will be no.change in the cabinet, Several of the 
most prominent members will permanently re- 
main, ond by and by two at least will retire. It 
has been suggested that an acting Secretary of 
State be appointed—a great man, who is tully 
capable of assuming the responsibility of the di- 
plomacy of the government—to act till Mr. Sew- 
ard recovers entirely. It is well known that Mr. 
Beward is totally unfit to euggest the correapond- 
enco with foreign governments, and it is probable 
that he will remain in this condition for several 
weeks. 

MR. JOHNSON. 

The new President is receiving commendation 
for bis conduct from all but the rebel sympathiz- 
ors. Heis manly, discreet andmodest. He does 
not endeavor to conceal his determination to pun- 
ish the leading traitors. But in his general policy, 
at home and abroad, he will not materially differ 
from Mr, Lincoln. One of the first citizens of 
Washington yesterday sald to me: “1 have 
known Mr. Jobnson for twenty yeara, and 
I consider him one of the boldest, most hon- 
est and ablest men in the country. In all that 
time, I never once saw him otherwise than in a 
sober condition. He will prove to bea second 
Andrew Jackson,” 

FORD'S THEATRE. 


The government has taken possession of Ford's 
theatre, forgood reasons, After a thorough ex- 
amination of the pereons employed in the eatab- 
lishment, several of them have been committed 
to the Old Capitol Prison. 

THR SORRATT FAMILY. 

The secessionists in Washington were among 
the earliest to drape thelr houses with emblems. 
of mourning. The widow Surratt went into 
mourning at once. A prominent democratic poll- 
ticlan here, who abused Mr. Lincoln last fall, and 
used language calculated to atir up insurrection 
jnat November, now goes about the street strongly 
denouncing the murder of Mr. Lincoln.

MOVEMENT OF CITIZENS. 


Only One Dollar Sabscriptions Received, 


A movement for the erection of a monument 
to Abrabem Lincoln, in progr’ss fn this city, has 
been received with eo much favor that its imme- 
diate success is placed beyond question. It came 
before the public only to-day; the subscriptions 
were limited to one dollar each, 80 that a large pro- 
portion of our citizens might be enabled to share 
in the contribution ; and the persons to whom the 
eubject has been presented are unanimous in their 
approval. 

Mr. Timothy G. Churchill, No, 161 Broadway, 
who has been requested to act as treasurer, had 
received up to noon to-day about five hundred 
subscriptions, a8 a reeult of very limited pereonal 
efforts; and other gentlemen who had taken 
charge of the few papers that had been prepared 
were recelying names in numbers not reported. 

Subecription papers, with printed headings, 
have been procured by the committee—whose 
Namesare announced clecwhere—in form as fol- 


lows: 
“LINCOLN MONUMENT, 


“New York, April 19, 1395, 

The undeisigned, citizens of New York, desirous to 
show their reepect to the memory of Abraham Lincolu, 
late President of the United States, hereby subscribe 
the eum of one dollar each, to be appropriated to the 
erection of a monument, to be placed in or near one of 
the public squares of this city.’ 

Copics of these papers are to be lett at the va- 
nous banks, insurance company’s offices, large 
stores, newspsper establishments, the Custom 
House, and elecwhere. The promise, from the 
indications to-day, is thata yery large sum will 
be offered at once, The earnest desire of the peo 
ple so far reached, to be represented in the tund 
for the proposed monument, is one of the most 
remarkable features of the outburst of popular 
jeeling which bas attended the death of the Presi- 
dent. 

Some of the ward dra(t associations are offering 
their surplus fuxde jor the nee of the Monument 
Committee, The suro in the hands of William A, 
Dai)ing, treasurer of the Filtceath Ward Associa- 
jicn, is one thousand fiye hundred ana Ove, dol- 
Jars; and notice bas been given that unless ob- 
Jecilon be made by subscribers, it will become a 
part of 1he monument fund. 

The msXimvm amount which it is now sup- 
pcecd con be advantageously used is one hundred 
ibourand dollara. Half the sum would probably 
be evflicient for the erection of a suitable monu- 
ment. 

The plans sre not yet formed. The committee 
bayethought, however, that a bronze figare of Mr. 
Lincoln, etsnding on a pedestal or bage, and hold- 
rein the right hand a ecroll representing the 
“Emancipation Proclamation,” would bea fitting 
monument. 

The statue would be larger than lite size, but 
the design of the monument is yet to be decided 
on, in accordance with the views of the contribu- 
tors or of persons appointed by them, 

On Tuesday night a fence was built on Union 
Square, in a spot at the southwestera comer or 
open space between Broadway and University 
Place, corresponding to the spot at the south- 
eastern side occupied by the Washington monu- 
ment. 

A permit to make this fence was given to Colo- 
nel Rowe and otuers by the Street Commissioner. 
The intention at first was to make a temporary 
etatne, to stand during the fancral ceremo- 
vies, but the place will doubtless be selected as 
the beet for the monument it has since been de- 
cided to crect.

The Assassimation Denounced at Mem- 
phis. 
SPEEOH OF GENERAL BANKS. 


The citizens of Memphis, Tennegsee, held an 
‘mpromptu mage meeting on Sunday, 16th instant, 
to denounce the aseassination of Mr. Lincoln and 
te pay a tnbute of respect to his memory. The 
Bulletin says : 

“Never have we eeen a meeting where there 
was deeper feeling and where there was more en- 
tire accord of sentiment. 

“There was no formal organization, but Major- 
General Banks was introduced to the audience by 
Major-General Washburne, and was loudly ap- 
plauded. 

General Banks aaid: ‘‘ Fellow-citizens, I could 
not well refuse the invitation of the General, 
whom I have known in the fleld, who has intro- 
duced me to you and whom I have also known in 
the council halls of the nation, and the request of 
the committee ot your own citizens that I should 
mingle an expression of my sympathy with yours 
upon the sad occurrence and great calamity which 
to-day overshadows with sadness the hearte of 
the American people. 

‘Of the President and Secretary Seward he 
said they did not end nature’s great career by na- 
ture’s act. They tell by an act of assassination 
more atrocious than any in history, which had in 
moment bereft the nation of its honest, Its tried 
and its trusted leader. I am glad to know that 
the people of Memphis, that a portion of the 
people of the state of the patriot Jackson, have 
no sympatby with or would suggest such crimes 
as that which has been perpétrated. It is 
enough for us to know that assassination 
never yet attained its purpose. It has 
been tried often in different countries, but 
neyer yet did assassination attain the end 
it had in view, by crime. It is condemned by 
Mman—and condemned and punished by God. 
[Lond applause.) The President and Secretary 
of State bad no enemies, but there were many 
who misunderstood them. There were many 
who misinterpreted their views and believed that 
they were hostile to themselyes—but the time 
will come—it bad come when the whole coun‘ry 
will acknowledge that these men were inspired 
by feelings ot patriotism, and love of the waole 
country and love of the whole people. They la- 
bored for, and desired nothing, 80 much as to see 
the whole Amerian people restored to the labor 
and happiness they epjoyed before the outbreak 
of this treasonable rebellion, 

They have not died because of their individual 
acts or individual opinions. It was because they 
represented the government ot the American peo 
ple, which was established and sanctioned by our 
patriotic Jathers, and redeemed by the blood of 


our brothers in this day. It was because they 
represented tbis, that they were stricken down in 
the full strength of manhood.” 

Speeches were also made by General Washburne 
and General Chetlain. 

‘The Bulletin adds: J 

“The suddenness with which the merchants on 
Main street and many other citizens draped their 
houses in mourning, showed how general and pro- 
jound was the regrets of our people. Court 
square was yery finely draped by our municipal 
authorities.” 

‘“The city was immediately decked with em- 
blems of mourning, tastefully arranged, and many 
devices and inscriptions singularly appropriate 
and beautilul are to be seen over the stores on our 
principal thoroughfares, among which the tollow- 
ig on the store of Mr. W. R. Moore, which was 


one of the first draped, was the most stmking: 

‘‘* Phe Great National Heart Bleeds with Grief, and all 
Ciyilzution Mourns the Lamented Dead.” 

“Several secessionists who could not repress 
their satisfaction over the news, but on the con- 
trary, gaye loud and joyful utterance to it, were 
arrested yesterday morning, and are now in mil- 
itary confinement. Among these were the bar 
keeper of the Worsham Hunee, and a man named 
Reeves, ssid to reside in South Memphis. We 
learn that they are to be tried immediately by 
court martial.
